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REVIEW. 


1. Closing of /orcs/s.— With a view to further develop the Forest con- 
&er\ ancy, an important reform was introduced. Sixteen forests covering an 
area of about 70 square miles were closed to the cutting of green timber — to 
which the right-holders did not raise any objection. 

2. Forests compensation. — It was granted to all Jaghdars except 
Uagri, Jojawar and Kantalia owing to their carelessness in submitting accounts 
and proofs in support of their extravagant claims. 

3. Area. — The area under Forest conservancy was increased by 8 
square miles as the Ghanerao forests were also placed under the Durbar 
management. The proposal for tlic conservation of Jaitaran and Parbatsar 
forests and the scheme of extending the operation of the Forest Law in Jas- 
wantpura pergana are now receiving the best attention of the Durbar. 

4. Boundaries. — All the pillars have been white-washed and are 
being plotted over the village maps by the Settlement department. The exact 
area of each forest will thereby be easily ascertained and the encroachments 
will be completely checked. 

Breach of Forest Rules. — The number of offences against forest 
law is nearly the some as last year. The criminal tribes on the whole ivere well 
behaved and the conduct of the Grassias is also improving. 

(!. 1^'orest fires. — There were 10 lire occurrences covering an area of 
34a acres, of which 183 acres were burnt on Meywar— Marwar border by a 
fire which came from Meywar and 1G6 acres through the carelessness of the 
Ajmerc forest guards. 

As the fire lines from ilcywnr generally do much damage to the pro- 
tected forests of the Durbar a propocal has now been forwarded to the lleywar 
Durbar through the proper channel to clear the main fire Ime of all vegetation. 

7. Grazing. — There was a slight increase in the number of cattle, 
which gr.i/.cd during the year, as compared with the figures of the previous year. 
There was an abundant supply of gra^J8 and the light-holdcrs are reported to 
have greatly availed tlicrnselves of the concession. The forests were as usual 
dosed from 1st July to 31st October 189-1. 

8. Xatural and artificial reproductions. — These arc steadily improv- 
ing. -The Khair -ecdling and Tibru, Golia Dhav, Gol, Siris and Dhaman 
seedlings and saplings are generally in good condition. The Shisham and 
Jiabtt) -seeds as well as Daifiboo Kalams were planted in various places with 
tt\lis^blor\ rc'-iiits. 
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9. Yield aiid working. — ^BotL.tlio puiclia&cvb and ligbt- holders re- 
moved a greater quantity of timber and fuel tlian during 1893-94, 

10. Financial results . — The total out-turn of the forests is mucli in 
excess of that of the previous year and shows a net surplus of about 5,730. 

11. Arboriculture at Jodhpur . — Good progress has been madeinarbori- 
cultural operations and more than 11,000 new plants were planted during the 
year. The percentage of foilures was very trifling; but great damage was done 
by antelope\^rats, porcupines and pigs. The old nurseries werq kept up, 

12. Staff . — Pandit Gofcal Das, the Superintendent continued to give 
satisfaction. The economic and efficient management of the Department 
redounds to his credit. 

Lak Lachman Das, a Marwari youth, who w'as sent to Dchra Dun to 
attend the Forest class, secured a good position and received a dcploma. On 
his return he was appointed Assistant Superintendent. -

IctroductioHX. 


1. With the previous sanction of the Musahib Ala 16 of the 
important forests, covering an area of about 70 square miles, were closed to 
the cutting of green timber, either by traders or right holders. The right 
holders have not objected to this arrangement as the adjoining foi’csls have 
been kept open for their use, at convenient distances. 

2. As mentioned in para 3 of last year’s report the list of right 
holdci-B nas published in the “ Marwar Gazette ” and copies distributed to the 
Hakims, Jagirdars, TIawala thanadars and village head men. 

3. Rates regarding grant of Forest produce to the right holders and 
criminal tribes were slightly altered, mostly in favor of the cultivators. They 

ere in the press when the year closed. 

Forest compensation. 

4. Compensation of Forests was awarded to the Ifana Jagirdar 
during the year. 

5. Kot Jagirdar, in the absence of his own accounts, has agreed to 
receive compensation for his forest villages according to the assessment made 
by the Hawala (Revenue) Department. 

6. The income of the Bagrl Jagir Forest villages Las, ju&t, been 
ascertained and the exchange, it is hoped, will, shortly, be effected. 

7. Enquiries are yei going on regarding the claims of Jujawar Jagir- 
dar and Dumhedars for the compensation. 

8. The Kantalia Jagirdar, notwithstanding repeated warnings, has not 
yet produced correct accounts of his forest villages. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Areas and Boundaries. 

9. No addition to Kholsa forests ■a'as made during the year, but 13 
square miles in Raipur and 8 square miles in Ghanerao Jagirs were brought 
under conservancy rules. 

10. The superintendent’s proposals regarding the conservation of the 
Jaitaran and Parhatsar pargana forests are still under the consideration of the 
Musahib Ala. These are forests in name only; excessive grazing by goats, has 
left no vegetation in them, even Euphorbia is fast dying. Of course they ore 
not worth the compensation asked for hut they are still worth something. The 
other alternative is that either tlic owners be made to observe conservancy rules 
in their forests, in the interests of the public generally and their own tenents 
in particular or the forests be managed by the Durbar on the same principle 
as was adopted in Ajmerc. In Ajmere no compensation, I believe, was paid 
to the owners of the forests but they get two-thirds of the profits. They have 
also the right to the free use of fire-wood and grass and grazing of horned 
cattle with some restrietions, 

11. The Superintendent inspected and reported on the Jaswantpura 
forests but final orders have not been yet received. These are valuable forests 
considering that these are the only forests which can supply wood for houses 
and agricultural implements to the cultivators of Jnswantpura, Sanchore, 
Siwana and Malanl, &c,, parganas. The sooner they are demarcated the better. 

Boundaries. 

12. All the pillars were white washed, numbered and entered in a 
Register as proposed in pai'a. 15 of last year’s report. 

The Superintendent is glad to report that the Settlement Department 
has plotted forest boundary' pillars on to the village maps in most of the 
villages in Sojat pargana. Work is now going on in Godhwar. ‘ 


CHAPTER II. 

Surveying and Working Plans and Plan of operations. 

13. There is not much to bo recorded under this diapter for reason'^ 
given in previous Reports, but Annual Plan of operations w'as prepared and 
acted upon as nearly as possible. 

14. Roundary pillars of the following forests hare been surveyed.

inisicd in connection with a bribery case. One guard was dismissed for irre- 
gularity in accounts and two guards dismissed for insubordination. One guard 
only resigned during the year. One forest guard was killed in Bijapnr forest 
but the cause of his death has not been found out ns yet. 

1 7. ft is to bo regretted that Rajput Knni Rnm, Forcstcrj as ho joined 
the Jinjierial Forest School in June 1891. died of fea'c’r and dysentry contract- 
ed in the Dehra Dun forests. lie was an intelligent and a promising a’oung 
man. 

18. Srimali Rekheshwar passed the admission ersnmination and joined 
the Imperial Forest School in June 1894. 

19. Pancholi Lnclihman Das passed tlio final examination at the 
Forest School and stood tenth’, in order of merit, out of 34 successful students. 

General Protection and bfcacbes of tlie liaw. 

20. The number of cases tried by Magistrates was about the same 
as before. 7 cases avcrc pending fronfi last year, 8 avere instituted during the 
year. Out of the total 15 cases 12 involving^ 22 persons were disposed of 
and 3 remained pending at the close of tlii year, Convictidns were obtained 
in 9 out of 12 cases. 
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21. ILe criminal tribes, -with few exceptions, behaved well and the 
Grassias of Nana and Bhera ceased to break land tor new cultivations. The 
Giassias, however, continue to graze gcats all over the forest.

Forest fires. 


24. The ared attempted in 1894-95 was the same as in 1893-94 i. c., 
174,720 acres. There were 10 fire occurrences covering an ared of 349 dcres 
against 8 occurrences, over 1,124 acres in 1893-94. The expenditure under 
this head was Ss. 323 against lis. 231 in 1893-94. 

25. In Bijapur, Sewarl, Sadhri and Desurl forests, fires came from 
Meywar and burnt 183 acres. 
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26. 166 acres of forest \rere burnt in Karnaru and Baj;ora by negli- 
gence on the part of the Forest guards of the Ajmere Forest Department who 
began to burn the fire line without informing the Marwar Forest guards of the 
place. 


27. The main fire line, between Meywar and Marwar and Merwdniand 
alarwar, and several intermediate fire lines were cut and burnt by right holders. 

28. The Superintendent's proposal to cut all trees, shrubs &o., out of 
the main lire line between Meywar and Marwar has been approved of by the 
Muaahib Ala and the work will be taken in liand as soon ns the Meywar Dar- 
bar’s views, in shaiiug half the expenditure, are known. This step will greatly 
facilitate the annual cutting and burning of the fire line ; and the fire line itself 
w ill be more effective, as a means of isolation of the forests, than has, hitherto- 
foie, been the c.ase. 

2!). It is to be regretted that Mej’wnr forest officers do not cooperate 
in the matter of fires. The Godhwnr Range officer complains that he issued 
notices to them regarding dates of burning fire lines but the}' did not come out. 
The Marwar right holder-5 had to cut the line on both sides. 

.'50. No fires occurred in Baipur .Tagir forests but it is to be regretted 
that nearly » square miles of Ghaneiao Jagir forest were burnt by a fire which 
came from ^le3*war forcst^$liffioicnt care was not taken by the Ghanerao forester 
to watch the advance of the fire and he could not manage to put it out ; great 
delay occurred before the men went up to extingnish it. 

Grazing and Grass. 

.'51. The whole of 1,74,720 acres were closed to sheep, goats and 
camels throughout the 3’ear. Of coarse the goals belonging to Giassia.'5 
continued to graze in about 10,000 acres of Nana and lichiw forests. An 
attempt was made to set aside gtizara for their sheep and goats but the Grassins 
did not agree to this and the matter had to be postponed (for the present nr 
any rate) on account of political reasons. 

32. All the forests were closed to the grazing of horned cattle also 
Horn Jxt July 1894 to 3Ut October 1894 and the number of c.itlle allowed to 
urize during the remaining months of the 3’car stands as below, compaied with 
I tie pre\ious year: —

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33. There was an abundant supply of grass in the forests and the 
right holders did, wisely, much avail of the concession and cut and stacfc much 
more grass than they did in former years. 

Natural Reproduction. 

34. There is not a single khair (a catechu) seedling in Thandiberi, 
Bhimana and other Grassia villages where grazing of goats has not been yet 
stopped. In other forests both in Godhwar and Sojat Banges seedlings of this 
species are making excellent progress notwithstanding grazing of homed cattle. 

35. Both seedlings and saplings of Tibru (Ebony), Golia Dhau 
(Anogeissns lati folia), Gol (Odina woodier), Siris, and Dhaman are in good 
condition. 


36. Reproduction of Dhau, Canogeissus pendula) the predominating 
species of the Marwar forests, is all that can be desired. Grass does not grow 
under Dhau trees, therefore cattle have no need to reach the seedlings (which 
generally grow under the parent trees) and hence they are saved. It is a very 
liardy species and unless kept down by goats and camels (which are not allowed 
to graze) reproduces very well both from seed and ^oppice. 

37. As produce could not he disposed of locally no more area was 
coppiced during the year. The coppice shoots in Saran, specially fenced 
against grazing, measure as follows : —

38. Shisham and Babul seeds were sown, broad cost, in Sewari, 
Rajpura, Somesar and Ganthi forests. With the exception of Sewari sowings 
others are in good condition. 


39. 6,515 bamboo rhizoms were planted along streams in Godhwar 

Range at a cost of Rs-23. About one third of these are sure to survive the 
hot weather. 


40. Babul and Mohua seeds were sown in 9 acres of Gudha 
Dhamaotan, Jnjawer and Shiiyari forests ; most of the seedlings died away but 
the results are still very sneouraging, considering that no water is available 
after the rainy season. 
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41. 2,720 bamboo kalams were planted in Sojat Range. 633 are in 
.a very thriving condition, the rest were eaten by while ants. Bamboo Jkalams 
c<f previous years have well established themselves. 

Out of 200 bhisham plants transplanted in Gudha Bhimaotan 1 60 
have survi%’ed. They are occasionally watered. 

Roads and Buildings. 

42. Rupees 233/ were spent on the construction and repairs of roads 
against R&83/ in 1893-94. 

43. A new cart track 13 miles long was made in Behra forest at a 
cost of •Ra-IOG/ and another in Saran forest 3 miles and 400 ft. long at a cost 

of «frll9. 

44. Buildings have also received due attention. Rs-263/ were spent 
on them against B&40/ in previoub year. 

43. Forest guard’s chaukis were built at Bijapur, Desuri, Phnlad, 
Kot, Jujawar and Jinjari, and it is hoped that within another year or two 
every guard will have a house to live in. 

46. The Forest Ranger’s quarters at Sewnri, Saran and Sadhri were 

repaired.

50. The percentage of failures was vcrj' trifling but the damage done 
by antelope r.rts, porcupines and pigs was very great and the empty pits had 
to be refilled in March of the year. 

51. r),lSS plants were sold from the nurseries for Rs. 276. All the 
old nurBerics were kejit and resown with mango. Jantan, Him, Shisham, &c., 
seeds. 

82. Mangoes, Jaman and Badla plants are in thriving condition both 
at BaUamand and Bada Bliakar and the bamboos at Bnlsamand planted last 
year are making wonderful progre'®. 

SS. Tun is still struggling hard and it is not certain whether it shall 
.stand the excessive heat of the hot weather, as several plants have already 
died. 

8 1. Tun, Sagwiin and Sandal wood scedb ncic again tried but did not 
germinate at all. 

85. The bed of the Badii Bhakar Banda has been repaired and it i^ 
hoped nater will not soak doa-n again if it is filled up at all. At present water 
i*, brought on camels from Bijolai at a distance of one mile and this is a very 
co=lly busincBS, 

86. As desired by the Musahib Alil no more Paka Golras were made 
at I’adii Bhiikar, for the protection of the plants, but cxpericnco has shown that 
tlio unprotected plants are liable to be damaged by pigs, deer and poroupines. 
'I’liorns have however been put .around them and a special watcher appointed 
to frighten away the wild animals. 

The same remark applies to the Chhitar hill plants. 

87. 4,982 kachd and 104 pakd golrds were made for the protection of 
road bide plants and 225,000 eft. of ditch was made round plantations and 
the Trevor fiiir site. 

88. One more well at Balsamand was repaired and used for watering 
mango plants. The avell in filnharaj Kanwar’s Bunglow was also made over to 
this Department for working purposes. 

89. Fences of plantations No. I, II and IV were removed by order 
of the Musahib Aid as they gave asylum to the pigs who wounded people in 
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the town. These plantations were a source of income, as they annually pro- 
duced about 1,000 mannds of grass which is very valuable here. 

Financial. 

90. About 1,300 Rs. worth of grass was obtained from the plantations 
and stored for Raj bullocks working on Forest wells, 

Rs. 242 were realized by sale of fruit, plants, &c., from the plantations.
